Mr „ Chairman,  My  Lord,  Ladies  and.  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1970  of  the  general  conditions,  health  and  vital  statistics 
of  the  Barrow-upon-Soar  Rural  District, 

The  Report  is  in  conformity  'A'ith  suggestions  made  by 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  and  also  incorporates 
a section  compiled  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Over  the  past  one  hundred  years,  the  energies  of  those 
concerned  with  Public  Health  have  been  directed  to  the  study  of 
infectious  diseases  and  the  envii onirentai  factors  to  which 
populations  have  been  exposed.  The  achievement. s have  been  immense. 
Improvements  in  sanitation  eliminated  the  epidem.ics  of  the 
water-borne  diseases.  Better  standards  of  nutrition  and  housing 
and  the  prevention  of  overcrowding  were  the  prime  factors  in  the 
decrease  in  the  mortality  and  morbidity  rates  of  tuberculosis. 
Immunisation  techniques  have  been  complementary  to  the  improvement 
in  environmental  conditions  and  so  the  infectious  diseases  are 
today  of  little  consequence  ,,,,  or  so  it  would  be  if  not  for  the 
dramatically  increasing  incidence  of  venereal  disease,  most 
especially  gonorrhoea.  This  contagious  condition  is  rapidly 
becoming  more  prevalent  .among  young  people,  the  15  to  25  year  old 
group  being  particulaorly  affected.  The  value  of  sex  educataon 
is  debateable,  but  certainly  health  education  would  be  of 
advantage  in  the  control  of  venereal  di.sease  and,  if  this  could 
be  combined  with  a return  to  the  influence  of  a rectifying  moral 
self-discipline,  the  remedy  would  be  that  much  more  effective. 

Measles,  still  a troublesome  infection  of  children,  is 
so  rapidly  yielding  to  immunisation  that,  with  present  trends, 
the  incidence  of  venereal  disease  will  soon  overtake  that  of 
measles , 

Preventxve  medicine  is  shortly  to  be  included  under  the 
title  ‘’Com-munity  Medicine'** „ The  change  is  to  take  place  on 
1st  April,  1974,,,,  ^’They  are  not  long,  the  days  of  wine  and  roses”  J 

This  is  net  merely  a re-christening  - as  in  the  manner  of 
the  Anabaptists  - as  the  ideals  and  the  direction  of  the  activities 
of  preventive  medicine  are  to  be  enhanced  by  being  bro'aght  mere 
closely  into  curative  and  supportative  medicine. 
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Another  aspect  of  the  fut''jre  role  of  the  Community 
Physician  will  be  the  establishment  of  a closer  link  in  the 
administration  and  co-ordination  of  the  Practitioner, 

Hospital  and  Community  Services.  At  present,  there  is  a serious 
lacK  of  knowledge  and  information  relating  to  the  functioning 
of  the  services  available  to  the  patient  and  more  attention 
needs  to  be  paid  to  evaluating  priorities  and  co-ordinating 
both  the  National  Health  Service  and  the  Social  Services,  so 
that  patients  receive  prompt  and  adequate  paramedical  care. 

Basically,  it  will  remain  necessary  to  identify  the 
adverse  components  of  contemporary  life  and  endeavou.r  to 
persuade  people  to  alter  their  habits  accordingly,  as  well  as 
to  minimise  or  eradicate  those  factors  detrimental  to  good 
health.  Although  it  would  appear  that  wherever  factors 
contributing  to  ill  health  are  identified  their  correction  would 
be  readily  acceptable,  there  is  in  many  instances  substantial 
social  resistance.  There  has  been  resistance  to  fluoridation 
of  water  supplies.  Refined  sugar  is  consumed  in  vast  quantities 
and  butter  is  still  preferred  to  margarine.  There  are  those 
who  reject,  although  they  comprehend,  the  warnings  against  the 
cigarette.  Adolescent  youth,  tempted  by  the  fantasies  of  drugs, 
resists  the  restraining  arm  of  reason.  The  problem  of 
influencing  young  people  who  smoke  or  take  drugs  is  extremely 
difficult  and  it  has  to  be  admitted  that  very  little  progress 
has  been  made. 

It  has  been  said  of  those  under  thirty;  '‘’They  think 
tney  know  and  are,  therefore,  difficult  to  teach”.  It  would 
seem  that  new  methods  must  be  sought  for  communicating  to  the 
young,  so  that  codes  of  health  are  more  profitably  accepted, 
rather  than  denied.  It  cannot  be  that  young  people  regard  the 
future  with  so  much  disquiet  as 

”vitae  sumir.a  brevis  spem  nos  vet  at  incohare  longam” , 

One  adverse  enviro:amental  factor  in  the  area  is  the 
juxtaposition  of  residential  properties  and  small  factories. 

In  many  instances,  factory  development  has  been  allowed  to  take 
place  amidst  streets  of  houses  - or  vice  versa  - as  though  the 
lessons  of  the  Industrial  Revolution  had  not  been  heeded.  In 
consequence,  residents  are  stibjected  to  noise,  dust,  smoke  and 
noxious  fumes  arising  from  manufacturing  processes.  The  simple 
remedy  is  to  separate  residential  areas  from  industrial  activity 
by  the  creation  of  industrial  estates  on  the  fringe  or  perimeter 
of  towns  and  villages. 
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In  the  eaxly  months  of  1970  there  was  a nationwide 
epidemic  of  influenza  and  this  district  did  not  escape  its 
effects.  It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  number  of  patients 
who  contracted  influenza,  but  the  infection  itself  was 
responsible  for  15  deaths  and  the  complications  of  influenza, 
such  as  pneumonia  and  other  respiratory  conditions,  are 
related  to  57  other  deaths.  Principally  it  was  old  people 
who  succumbed  to  the  infection,  but  in  one  or  two  instances 
patients  in  the  young  age  group  died  from  a fulminating 
infection , 

The  death  rates  from  other  causes  have  been  remarkably 
constant  and  similar  to  those  of  the  previous  year  and,  apart 
from  the  outbreak  of  influenza,  the  health  of  the  district 
has  not  shown  any  untoward  change. 

There  has  not  been  cause  to  enforce  Section  47  of 
the  National  Assistance  Act,  in  which  powers  are  given  for 
compulsory  Institutional  care  of  old  people.  It  was 
necessary  to  co-operate  under  the  National  Health  Act,  1959, 
Section  25,  in  the  case  of  a patient  who  required  admission 
to  a Mental  Hospital, 

I am  grateful  to  the  Council  for  the  interest  shown 
in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department, 

I wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to 
Mr.  Donovan  and  the  other  members  of  the  Department  for 
their  helpful  co-operation  throughout  the  year.  Also  to

The  major  sewerage  schemes  are  nearing  completion, 
although  from  time  to  time  enlargements  and  modifications  will 
be  necessary  to  cope  with  changing  conditions. 

A scheme  was  being  prepared  for  the  conveying  of 
sewage  by  a series  of  pumping  stations  from  Swithland  and 
Woodhouse  to  the  Rothley  Sewerage  Works. 

The  storm  sewers  were  re-laid  in  the  village  of  Anstey 
This  is  a part  of  the  work  of  investigating  and  reconditioning 
the  storm  sewer  systems  throughout  the  district. 


Public  Cleansing 

Our  very  satisfactory  weekly  refuse  collection  and 
disposal  service  was  disturbed  in  October  - November,  1970  by 
the  strike  action  of  Refuse  Collectors.  An  emergency  service 
was  established  by  the  issuing  of  plastic  sacks  by  the 
Engineer  and  Councillors . 

While  there  'was  no  collection,  residents  were  able  tc 
deliver  their  refuse  to  the  Incinerator,  which  was  kept  in 
operation  by  the  Engineer's  staff.

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The  Housing  Act,  1969  introduced  the  Qualification 
Certificate,  which  is  a means  of  chauiging  a controlled 
tenancy  of  a private  house  to  a regulated  tenancy,  with  an 
adjustment  in  rent  by  the  Rent  Officer. 

The  Certificates  are  issued,  firstly,  under 
Section  44(1),  where  all  the  standard  amenities  Were  provided 
at  the  commencement  of  the  Act,  i.e,  25th  August,  1969,  and 
the  house  is  in  good  repair  and  fit  for  human  habitation,  and, 
secondly,  under  Section  44(2),  where  some  or  all  of  the 
amenities  are  to  be  provided  and  the  house  is,  or  will  be,  in 
good  repair  and  fit  for  habitation,  A provisional  Certificate 
is  issued  first  in  this  case,  before  work  is  commenced,  and 
an  Improvement  Grant  is  applicable. 

The  tenants  are  notified  of  the  applications  for 
Certificates  and  they  have  the  right  to  make  representation 
to  the  Council  and  the  Courts,

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Food  Hygiene 


The  inspection  of  premises  where  food  is  prepared  or  sold 
is  an  important  paort  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

Although  a great  improvement  has  been  noted  in  the 
condition  and  equipment  of  shops,  cafes  and  restaurants,  there  is 
not  a corresponding  improvement  in  the  way  that  food  is  handled. 

A safeguard  is  that  most  of  the  food  sold  in  shops  is  pre-packed, 
but  it  is  not  pleasing  to  see  customers  sorting  through  the  frozen 
food  conservator  as  if  looking  for  bargains  in  a rummage  sale. 

Some  research  should  be  done  into  the  condition  of  wrappers  at  the 
end  of  a busy  day.  All  food,  whether  wrapped  or  unwrapped,  should 
be  treated  with  care. 

Regarding  kitchen  and  serving  staff  in  cafes  and 
restaurants,  one  wonders  whether  it  should  not  be  a prerequisite 
to  engagement  that  a certificate  of  competence  in  food  hygiene 
be  produced.  The  only  legislation  on  similar  lines  is  contained 
in  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  where  no 
person  may  work  any  machine  prescribed  as  dangerous,  e.g.  a bacon 
slicer,  unless  he  has  been  fully  instructed.  In  addition,  no 
person  under  18  years  of  age  shall  clean  any  machine  if  this 
exposes  him  to  risk  of  injury.  We  are  rightly  protecting  the 
employee  from  risk  of  injury.  Let  us  also  safeguard  the  customer. 


Rodent  Control 


A service  Company  deals  with  all  complaints  of  rodent 
infestation  on  a fixed  price  contract  for  private  houses,  sewers, 
and  sewerage  works,  the  Incinerator  and  all  other  Council 
undertakings . 

The  cost  of  other  disinfestation  work  is  rechargeabde 
to  the  owner  or  occupier  of  the  premises. 

The  Company  also  destroys  wasps*  nests  and  the  Council 
bear  the  cost  when  the  nests  are  in  or  on  the  houses.  61  nests 
were  destroyed, 

472  surface  infestations  of  rats  and  92  of  mice  were  dealt 
with.  The  sewers  were  baited  using  F luoroacet amide . 


Clean  Air 


Applications  were  made  for  prior  approval  to  the  installation 
of  furnaces  and  the  erection  of  chimneys  at  three  factories  and  a 
school.  These  were  approved  with  conditions  in  two  cases  that  the 
chimneys  be  heightened.

Noise  Abatement 


Complaints  of  noise  nuisances  emanating  from  13  industrial 
premises  and  2 commercial  buildings  were  investigated.  The  chief 
sources  of  noise  were  machinery,  extractor  fans  and  compressors, 

A considerable  amount  of  time  is  spent  in  taking  sound 
level  readings  and  interviewing  the  management  of  factories. 
Generally  it  has  been  possible  to  cause  a reduction  to  be  made  in 
the  noise  level,  but  in  some  cases  there  is  little  success,  as 
the  location  of  the  factory  is  basically  wrong  in  relation  to 
private  dwellings. 

Complaints  of  noise  from  domestic  premises  were  due  to 
un-neighbour liness  and  a few  words  of  advice  were  all  that  was 
required ,

While  one  can  secure  the  registration  of  new  premises 
from  information  obtained  from  Planning  applications,  on  change 
of  occupation  there  is  asually  a long  delay  before  registration 
is  m_ade  . 


There  is  no  evidence  that  serious  accidents  are  not 
reported,  but  minor  accidents  resulting  in  short  periods  of 
absence  from  work  are  thought  to  be  ignored  sometimes.  The 
only  useful  method  available  to  prevent  this  is  to  remind 
employers  of  their  legal  obligation  to  report  accidents  whilst 
making  an  inspection, 

A circular  on  the  subject  would  only  be  added  to  the 
volume  of  other  unread  circulars.  The  information  is  already 
available  in  the  Abstract  of  the  Act, 

There  aire  only  three  small  lifts  on  registered  premises 
coming  within  the  purview  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  (Hoists  and  Lifts)  Reg^rlat ions , 1968,  No  special 
problems  have  been  encountered,  although  it  was  necessary  to 
warn  one  employer  of  the  dangers  of  cleaning  the  well  of  a 
dumb-waiter  without  ensuring  that  the  mechanism  was  immobilised.
